Establishing in-depth informant coverage of SDS 
will be а major task. It claims to have more than 250 
chapters around the country, mainly on campuses. However, 
we can do the job and do it effectively and discreetly even 
though SDS is campus-oriented. Existing instructions give 
the field latitude to develop the coverage needed and at 
the same time insure that the Bureau is in position to give 
the field the necessary guidance and to maintain proper 
control over such efforts. The field should understand 
clearly that we want complete coverage of all SDS chapters. 


The fact is we must have it if we are to be able 
to fulfill our responsibilities to be completely aware of 
the increasingly militant activities of SDS and the New Left 
Movement. We can expect these to increase still more because 
authorities down the line have failed to take a stand to 
curb the growing militancy of SDS and its cohorts and, io 
effect, have thus encouraged greater militancy. 


Perhaps one of these days the authorities will 
wake up and move. When that time comes, the educators will 
expel troublemakers; local authorities will make orrests; 
and even the Department will authorize prosecution. In the 
meantime, however, we should not sit idly by beceuse others 
are shirking their responsibilities.

It contains information relative to certain 
individuals connected with captioned ҚЫ еттін who have 
subversive backgrounds. There is no information жөнү 
available to show that the Communist Party has specifically 
instructed its members to infiltrate this organization, or 
that Communist Party (CP) members have infiltrated this organiza- 
tion in sufficient strength to influence or control it. In 
view of this, no recommendation is being made at this time 
to designate this organization as COMINFIL. Chicago will 
continue to follow activities of this organization closely 
and will be alert for any information of a subversive nature 
in addition to the demonstration type activity. 


There is no information currently available that 
ODED LOPEZ, the Chairman and driving force of this organiza- 
tion, is currently affiliated with the CP. Uncer seperate 
n Hut on, LUPEZ is being recommended for Rahbie Rouzer Index. 


It is to be noted that both OBED LOPEZ and JOAQUIN 
HECTOR PODROZA are on the RI-D. MOEL ICE. TIN and JOUN 
ROSSEN are on the SI, with IGNATIN being tabbed DETCOM.

Тһе "Мем York Times" City Edition, Tuesday, April 20, 
1965, page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary 
socialism” was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under tbe name 
of the PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the PLM. 
Its officers were identified ағ MILTON ROSEN, New York, President, 
and WILLIAM EPTON of New York and MORT SCHEER of San Francisco 
Vice Presidents. А 20-member National Committee was elected to 
direct the party until the next convention.

The significance of the events since October 18 Is that they have brought to t 
Surface а deep political conflict between the administration and a growing number of 
students. This conflict is rooted In clashing views of the good" soclety, but the 
lamediate conflict is over what the university should be. This conflict must be und 
stood before particular questions, such as amnesty, can be approached. Appeals for. 
return to the "sanity of the situation before the (8th and attempts to "restore" th 
®unsuliled reputation" of the university are meaningless. Тһе "senity" of last year 
produced university собе 11.07 and the "unsullied" university was contributing to th 
war іп Vietnam then as now. What has marred the surface tranquility of Ut is that $ 
people ere finally taking sides on these questions іп а serious way. This broadly 
political context of the confrontation makes It risky to treat aspects of 17 In isol 
etion. The tactic of obstruction cannot be separated from the war la Vietnam. If o 
belleves that war to be totally unjustified and genocidal, then outright resistence 
ealied for.

This direct Influence, plus the la- 
direct Influence exerted by corporate draination of party politics plus the соға! trent Е 
of most ‘educators” to the eanogeriel ideology assures Cow of eppropriete service ` ' 
from the university. On-campus Job recruitment is an importent part of this service .

humane velves et the university. The marvelous equation of the "right ef unt loans

The above analysis "suggests the major roasons Cow was obstructed. Cow's depend- 
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ence on the university for trained minds and the vestiges of liberal rhetoric left c 
Campus make recruitment one of the few areas where Dow can be attacked directly. Т) 
direct resistance plus the need to protest the subversion of university's ideals ere 
the main rationale for the obstruction. Obstruction instead of another mere protesi 
was needed for two reasons. Most immediately, the murder of Vietnamese and the brut 
alization of Americens has reached such a point that no "respect" for parliamentary 
procedure can outwelght the need to resist the war. A subsidiary reason is thet . 
students have no representation Іп deciding what goes on at the university. Obedler 
protest by the disenfranchised has. never brought redress. Students who соте to рагі 
Ісірә?е In the university cen do so only by operating outside the administration max 
rules. The decision to obstruct wos serious and deliberate. It is clear thet this 
Is the cese by the mere fact that the choice was made only recently, after years of 
protest. This step was taken only In face of the massive unresponsiveness of ‘the 
centers of power toward the protaracted crisis. 

This analysis of the administration-student conflict has been strongly borne 
out by the events following the obstruction. The use of violence to disperse 17, 
the suspension of students, the administration's Iles about the events, 17% callous 
manipulation of the faculty, its avoidance of substantive issues and [ts contempt 
for student grievances confirm the anti-democratic nature of the university and the 
administration's commitment to service to power ә? eny cost. The quick resort to 
violence in this Incident, which entalled much less disruption than panty-ralds and 
no damage to life or property, is an Indication of how deeply the "liberal" manager 
of power in the U.S. are scared of principled confrontation. 

This then Is the context of the particular questions now facing this campus: 
amnesty, police violence, the placement service. Of these, emesty is of particula 
pressing Importance. The basic choice facing the administration is whether to rec- 
ognize the serious and widespread discontent with the present functioning of the 
university or to Ignore this disaffection and try to intimidate the disaffected. 
Amnesty must be grented If the conflict is regarded as e real one requiring the por 
ticipation of those Involved for ifs resolution. The alternative course of Intimid 
ating dissent end obscuring the issues is e dangerous one, for it will be a long 
time indeed before democracy can be achieved іп this country If the guardians of 17 
higher education resort to force and manipulation to repress so basic ә conflict.

Thousands of students now understend as well as redicals the Immediate meaning 
of police brutality and the full subservience of the administration to the interests 
of private corporations and the state leqisiature. Most of the 5000 who gathered 

Wednesday night on the library mall still do not perceive the Inner meaning of the 
brutality and the subservience, and the role students must play іп restructuring the 
situation. Out the road to that perception is one that rediceis themselves, however 
theoreticelly competent, do not generally understand; it is the meaning of student 
spontenelity, the students’ consclousness of themselves in teking en ection to change 
their lives. 
The struggle from Wednesday efternoon, after the clubbing began, to Saturdey 
morning et the deronstration depended almost entirely upon the students’ socially 
-- Instinctive will to ас? in defiance of the ‘administration. The fect thet student 
| consclousness reached Its height on Thursday and declined by Friday morning is symb- 
| olle of more than the passage of time. Тһе contours of strugale lndicete that the ` 
| students were strongest when they rel led u thelr own forces and they were doomed 
to destruction when they look to ellles 1 the feculty for negotiations" of their 
role.“ This means that students gained strength when they (rightly) saw themselves

The eclipse of the student mass movement was not, | think, due to епу reassesment 
| of the administralion's or the police's kindness. Rather, it stenmed from a comman 
` realization that the movement, as constituted, had failed. The method and meaning 
of the students' action was protest; ettempts to strike back а? police; attempts to 
shame the faculty: etiemts to friahten the administration: and atterpts to deronstrate 
n front of the state legislature end the Madison populace. None of these defensive 
actions succeedod because our enemies were not: outraged, or shored, ОГ %сагеб-егеодһ- 
to change. By Friday most students understood this and returned to their classes; by 
Monday, nearly all had alven up on the immediate struqqle entirely. 

Clearly. the direction of the moverent must change if students are to take it . 
seriously. The radicals moved from protest to resistance and suffered a defeat so 
creative, so Instructive in its essence as to nullify the fear-potential of the clubs 
and gas, threats and expulsions. The student soverant as a whole must move from 
protest to a Sftruçrılu over control of the university. 

The spontoncliy of the students remains their only real power Thus the жен 
for control cannot Lo weged primarily by the рагі larentarians of WSA through the chan- 
neis carefully established by the edainistretion. Rather, it must take Its form іп 
syebolic acts that say: “This Ts our university to be used by us, not by the corporat- 
fons end the leaisi^iure". Ard the students who burst forward to а new position of 
Strength must lac ln, next time, eore who understand and can explain the real pover 
behind the legislature and the bol lee and how to fight It.

Students for a Democratic Society is an association of 
young people on the left.
